"census" of the unemployed,

>ou'll need a compass to work your 
way through the maze of technical 
pro* and cons. 


Here are three big points to keep 
in mind: 


1. The count will not be a census 


in the commonly accepted meaning 
of that word. It will be, rather an 
official registration of the citizens 
who want, or are willing, to classify 
themselves as unemployed. 


2. The poll will mark the first ex- 


periment by the United States gov- 
ernment in this kind of census- 
taking. 


3. The so-called census is an ex- 


cellent example of how the voice of 
the American public can make it- 
self heard between national elec- 
tions. 


For it was a recurring public out- 


cry that brought both parties into 
the open on the question of an un- 
employment 
census. 
So 
widely 


varying were the estimates of un- 
employment that people began to 
wonder, and ask. why the federal 
government didn't find out 
how- 


many people actually were unem- 
ployed 
Newspaper 
editorials on 


this subject were appearing at the 
rate of five or six a week last Jan- 
uary. By the time the leaves were 
budding, the rate was 50 a week • 


A Blank Check 


Last spring young Henry Cabot 


Lodge. Jr.. Republican senator from 
Massachusetts, slipped an amend- 
ment into the annual relief bill pro- 
viding for a complete census of the 
unemployed by the census bureau. 
Without warning, he called for a 
vote and got it.

senators reached their seats in time 
to turn aside Mr. Lodge and his 
amendment 48 to 30.

sus will answer all employment 
questions within a' scant two years, 
in 1940.

velt's obvious out. First, he decided 
to limit the cost so far as the fed- 
eral government is concerned to 
$4.000.000.

A Cagey Appointment 


That little trick will leave the 


federal government free to spend

2—A recheck of the 5,000.000 per- 


sons listed with the federal employ- 
ment service: 


3—Elimination in the returns of 


1.500,000 persons now receiving re- 
lief, and their relatives; and 


4—The huge accounting job re- 


quired to keep the totals from get- 
ting diluted or clipped off by book- 
keeping accidents. 


Then the President promptly put 


political critics at a disadvantage 
by inviting a Toledo, O.. Repub- 
l:c&n to administer the "census." He 
is John Biggcrs. a successful busi- 
ness executive. To avoid other snip- 
ers, the President insisted the tally 
must be voluntary and therefore 
possessed of no powers to "brand" 
citizens. 'That voluntary provision 
makes the tally resemble a straw 
vote.) 


It Has Its Faults 


A critic would find himself in 


possession of a lot of arguing mate- 
rial by charging that any census of 
the unemployed is a negative, and 
therefore, relatively pointless thing. 


For instance, if the medical pro- 


:ession wanted information about 
teeth-brushing, it would not ask 
how many oeople 
do not brush 


their teeth. The question would be. 
"Do you wash your teeth?" Simi- 
larly in a normal census the ques- 
tion would be. "Are you employ- 
ed?" 


Admittedly the scheme is not per- 


fect, but it is quite possible that the 
states, cities, and the federal gov- 
ernment will get a good $4,000.000 
worth of information about unem- 
ployment.

New York—Morrison ShafTroth. the chief counsel of the bureau of in- 


ternal revenue, and Russell J. Ryan, his assistant, have quit their jobs 
because they rcfus-cd to identify individuals in the recent congressional 
investigation of income tax avoidance and evasion. 


When Prcsdent Roosevelt introduced the subject he impugned the 


morals and ethics of all those whose returns were to 
be taken up as horrible examples, but the examina- 
tion showed that a number of those persons who hap- 
pened to be opposed to Mr. Roosevelt in various mat- 
ters were innocent of either avoidance or evasion and 
had fully complied with the law. In fact, some of 
them had been guided by the advice of the bureau ot 
internal revenue, itself, but the injury was personal 
nevertheless and even those who fully vindicated 
themselves were left under a cloud. 


It was not the first time that income tax had been 


used for political intimidation or reprisal, after the 
manner of Huey Long in Lousiana, nor is it likely to 
be the last time although the treasury recently found 
it advisable to order that there be no persecution of 
individuals in the adjustment of disputed tax matters. 


Incidentally, the investigation provided occasion for mention of the 


fact that the treasury is no slouch when it comes to dirty tricks having 
the color of legality, but has often shown about the same grade of morals 
and ethics that the president imputed to the whipping boys. 


Shaffroth and Ryan apparently 


wanted to run the investigation 
strictly as an attempt to improve 
the tax law but were overruled and 
so, quit. However, the administra- 
tion chose to personalize the in- 
quiry and therefore will face in the 
next session of congress a demand 
for a full statement of'the amount 
and sources of the income of the 
president's son and secretary. Jim- 
my, the prosperous young Massa- 
chusetts insurance man and politi- 
cian.

President Roosevelt makes his trip 
into the Pacific Northwest, one of 
the things with which he is likely 
to come face to face is a melan- 
choly sad-eyed salmon bewildered 
at the prospect of a 72-foot climb 
over BonncVille dam. 


President Roosevelt is no salmon 


fisherman of the Columbia river 
sort. He put his name in the fish- 
ing annals with angling of a differ- 
ent sort—the deep sea variety. So 
perhaps when he ordered construc- 
tion to begin on mammoth Bonnc- 
ville dam 40 miles up stream from 
Portland on the Columbia, he did 
not have to wipe away a tear for 
the hardships he was imposing on 
the salmon. 


Imagine the plight of mama and 


papa salmon wiggling their way up 
the Columbia river to the little 
gray home on the west slope of the 
rockies where 
they were born. 


They have to get there, else there 
won't be any little baby salmon to 
come down to the 
ocean 
next 


spring for a four or five-year grow- 
ing-up period.*

To headwaters in the mountains 


is a trip of GOO to 1500 miles, with 
plenty of natural obstacles without 
such engineering hazards as Bonne- 
ville dam. But progress is progress; 
and if the salmon have to learn 
how to get over the dam as part of 
their contribution to civilization, 
undoubtedly it will be all right 
in the long run. 


There 
is 
much controversy 


whether the salmon ever will be 
able to get over BonncvilJe dam in 
sufficient numbers 
to perpetuate 


the salmon canning industry at 
anything like its present Iqvel. It 
is rated -as a $10,000,000 business, 
annually. 


This year's crop will be the last 


to go up the river without going 
over the dam. At present they are 
using an 18-foot fish-ladder through 
the open spillways. To climb that is 
no trick for a salmon.

Hands involving cross-ruffs often 


require great delicacy in timing. 
Thc trick is to cash one's top cards 
before the defenders can void them- 
selves in those suits.

North was not completely satis- 


fied with his own double spade 
raise, but probably thought it the 
least of all evils. As a matter of 
fact, it was a highly dangerous bid 
For all North knew. South might 
have a four card spade suit After 
a double raise this would not keep 
him from bidding four spades, since 
he would expect to find at least 
four trumps in North's hand. North 
counted his singleton diamond and 
three trumps as valuable for ruffing 
purposes, but. obviously, if South 
needed North's trumps as trumps, 
they could not be used for ruffers 
also. North should have bid three 
clubs and hoped that South would 
be able to rebid spades. Then, in 
the knowledge that South had at 
least five trumps, four spades would 
have been marked bid. 


West opened the diamond king 


and shifted to thc heart jack. De- 
clarer saw that his contract was 
virtually "on ice," but, since this 
was matchpomt duplicate, he na- 
turally wanted to make as many 
tricks cs possible. 


Two different lines of play were 


Attractive: One. to attempt the es- 
tablishment of North's club suit; the 
other, to embark on a straight 
cross-ruff. With nothing whatso- 
ever to guide him. declarer might 
well have chosen the club suit es- 
tablishment plan. But he saw an 
objection to this. West a fairly con- 
servative player, had made a vul- 
nerable overcall of two diamonds. 
He could have no ace or king in 
any suit except diamonds, and 
therefore it appeared highly like- 
ly that he held, at least a six. card 
suit. This, in turn, implied that a 
3-3 club break and a 3-2 spade 
break were extremely remote. Since 
the club establishment plan depend- 
ed upon both of these breaks, de- 
clarer rightly determined to aband- 
on that plan in favor of the cross- 
ruff. 


Winning West's heart lead with 


the ace, declarer ruffed a diamond 
with dummy's low trump, then 
cashed the heart king, and ruffed 
a third round with the spade three. 
Another diamond was ruffed with 
the queen, and declarer carefully 
noted East's discard of a club. 


It became more and more prob- 


able that East had long spades, 
which, of course, implied that he 
held the jack. A fourth round of 
hearts was ruffed with the spade 
eight. East meanwhile discarding 
another club. Now, to prevent East 
from getting rid of any more clubs, 
declarer played thc king and over 


diamond with dummy's spade king 
Now, East forced to undertrump. 
With thc play in dummy, all de- 
clarer had to do was lead a clul 
and again ovcrruf East. Only on 
trick, thc fin>t, had been lost. 


A slightly different sequence o 


plays on declarer's part would hav 
held him to eleven tricks, as wa 
manifested by the fact that mos 
players in his position had to be 
satisfied with only one overtrick.
